Each year at the end of the dry 
season, scientists and 
volunteers have been hanging 
out by the waterholes of the 
Northern Territory, checking out 
how Gouldian finches spend 
their days and keeping an eye 
on their numbers. This is 
helping them to gain a better 
understanding of the lives of 
these little birds in the wild 
and provides information about

the biology and ecology of the 
Gouldian finch, which helps 
scientists know how to protect 
them.
